The ivriter had a discussion with Miss Somers with 
regard to continuing the use of the name, "The Margaret Eaton School" 
for the coming year; also with regard to the using up of the balance which 
stands to the credit of the School of approximately $1500, representing 
their net profit over a period of two years. Miss Somers stated that she 
felt tliat some of her teachers were iinderpaid and that she would like 
very much to give them increases. 

The v/rlter discussed this matter with Mr. J. A. 
Livingstone who, for several years, has been watching the affairs of 
the Margaret Eaton School. Mr. Livingstone agreed with the V7riter that 
in view of the success achieved by the school since Miss Somers assumed 
control, there coiJld be no risk in her continuing the use of the name for 
the coming year and also that as Miss Somers is now; on her own and not 
depending upon the Company to make good her de^stons, she has an equal 
right to make use of any surplus in the way which seems best to her. 

Miss Somers was notified to this effect and it was 
suggested to her that rather than putting thi^ough salary increases which 
might result in deficits, it might be wise for her to allow the salaries 
to remain as they are and to award bonuses at the end of the year accorfllng 
to the restilts at the end of that year.

To date, they have been fairly harm.less and reaching only their 
own followers, but cancelling the Hall or causing them to move 
to another location, would naturally incite public intei-est 
and bring us into the spotlight as far as certain nationalities 
were concerned.
